HISTORY  OF  THE  FREMONT  COIN  CLUB 

Submitted  by  Bob  Missel  NNA  LM22 

The  club  was  organized  on  January  24,  1959  with  twenty-five  char¬ 
ter  members  present.  The  object  of  the  club  was  to  encourage,  pro¬ 
mote  interest  in  numismatics,  to  cultivate  friendly  relations  among 
coin  collectors,  dealers  and  students.  A  special  effort  was  placed 
upon  the  educating  and  assisting  of 
interest  in  coin  collecting. 

Harold  Wilkinson  of  Fremont  was 
elected  as  the  first  president  of  the 
Fremont  Coin  Club.  Other  officers 
elected  were  Robert  Brunner  as 
vice  president,  Carl  Hansen  as  sec¬ 
retary-treasurer  and  W.W.  Clark  as 
the  sergeant-at-arms.  All  regular 
meetings  were  to  be  held  on  the 
third  Saturday  of  each  month  at  the 
Fremont  Fire  Station  at  7:30  p.m. 

On  May  5,  1966,  the  Fremont  Coin  Club  was  incorporated  by  Harold 
Marsh,  Secretary  of  State,  of  the  State  of  Nebraska  with  forty-seven 
active  club  members. 


In  1967  the  Fremont  Coin  Club, 
Inc.  issued  Centennial  Medals 
in  silver,  nickel-silver,  oxidized 
bronze  and  goldine  finishes. 
Wooden  Souvenir  Nickels  were 
issued  in  four  varieties  to  help 
commemorate  and  promote  the 
activities  of  the  club.

there  were  twenty-six  active  coin  clubs  in  Nebraska  in  1967.  Today 
there  are  twelve  clubs  on  record  with  the  Nebraska  Numismatic  Asso¬ 
ciation.  The  Fremont  Coin  club  to  date  has  approximately  eighty 
members  and  holds  it  meetings  at  the  Free  Evangelical  Church  in  Fre¬ 
mont,  still  on  the  third  Saturday  of  each  month  at  7:30  PM.  Roger  Bolz 
is  the  clubs  only  surviving  charter  member. 


Every  year  the  Fremont 
Coin  Club  issues  two 
Wooden  Nickels  to  com¬ 
memorate  its  annual  coin 
show.  This  year  is  cele¬ 
brates  its  50th  annual  show 
with  a  special  wooden 
nickel  featuring  an  image  of 
the  2006  Nebraska  State 
Quarter. 

One  has  black  &  red  ink  and 
the  other  green  and  black 
ink.  The  reverse  states,  ”54th  Annual  NNA  Convention  -  50th  Annual 
Coin  Show  -  Fremont  Coin  Club  -  May  30-31  Year  2009,  City  Audito¬ 
rium,  Fremont  NE”.

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Byron  Reed's  Flying  Eagle  and  Indian  Cents:  A 
Journey  into  19th  Century  Numismatics 

-Quent  Hansen  (the  following  is  reprinted  from  a  1999  article  with  the  permission 
of  the  author) 

Much  has  been  written  on  the  Byron  Reed  collection  of  rare  coins  and 
documents  that  19th  century  real  estate  tycoon,  Byron  Reed,  be¬ 
queathed  to  the  City  of  Omaha  when  he  died  in  1 891 .  This  world 
class  collection  was  especially  news-worthy  in  October,  1996  when  a 
portion  of  the  collection  was  sold  by  the  City  of  Omaha  to  benefit  the 
Durham  Western  Heritage  Museum.  A  portion  of  the  Indian  cents 
were  dispersed  in  auction  at  that  time. 

The  collection  had  been  off  display  for  several  years  while  a  new  ex¬ 
hibit  room  was  under  construction.  Much  attention  to  detail  has 
been  given  to  make  a  visitor  feel  as  though  he  were  viewing  the  coins 
in  Mr.  Reed’s  19th  century  style  “coin  cabinets”.  It  is  a  very  impres¬ 
sive  display  of  coins.  Larry  Lee,  the  collection’s  curator,  has  done  an 
outstanding  job  making  the  display  inviting  for  the  lay  person  as  well 
as  for  the  seasoned  numismatist. 

Recently,  I  was  honored  with  the  opportunity  to  study  the  Flying  Eagle 
and  Indian  cents  in  the  collection.  Mr.  Lee  had  asked  me  to  attribute 
any  varieties  and  grade  them. 

My  excitement  level  was  high  as  I  sat  down  to  study  each  coin.  Imag¬ 
ine  holding  coins  in  your  hand  that  were  collected  in  the  19th  century. 
As  I  examined  each  coin,  I  would  often  wonder  about  how  Mr.  Reed 
might  have  obtained  each  of  the  coins.  One  has  to  keep  in  mind  that

Omaha,  Nebraska  was  not  exactly  the  central  hub  of  finer  things  like 
coin  collecting.  Thus,  Mr.  Reed  had  to  travel  to  obtain  many  of  the 
coins  and  documents  in  the  collection. 

All  of  the  coins  were  very  original  in  color.  They  also  had  few  marks. 
Some  had  a  few  flecks  and  some  had  carbon  spots,  but  all  in  all  they 
were  very  attractive  coins. 

Table  1  (see  previous  page)  indicates  the  date  estimated  replace¬ 
ments  value,  and  grade  for  each  coin  examined.  The  dates  without  a 
value/grade  I  did  not  examine  as  they  were  on  display  in  the  exhibit. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  all  the  coins  are  mint  state  coins  except  the  1877, 
which  is  only  a  VF-35!  It  is  speculated  that  the  original  1877  was 
switched  sometime  in  the  past.  Perhaps  the  switch  occurred  when 
the  collection  was  stored  in  the  public  library. 

I  found  several  varie¬ 
ties,  an  1 864/64  CN 
(S-2),  an  18/1867  (S- 
7)  which  has  a  neat 
circular  die  crack 
around  most  of  the 
motto,  and  an  8/8  (S- 
3)  MS-63  Brn. 

Mr.  Lee  then  showed 
me  the  Flying  Eagle 
and  Indian  Cent  patterns.  I  examined  several  1855  Flying  Eagle 
large  cents,  a  small  Eagle  1858  plain  oak  wreath  (Fig.  1 ),  and  an  1863 
pattern  oroide  composition  cent,  all  of  which  I  had  never  been  able  to 

examine  up  close  be¬ 
fore.  To  top  the  day  off, 
Mr.  Lee  showed  me 
three  spectacular  error 
Indian  Cents  that  Mr. 
Reed  had  in  his  collec¬ 
tion.  The  photos  (fig. 

2),  show  the  1863 
“bottle  cap"  error  which 
is  very  rare  on  copper 
nickel  Indian  cents,  and 
an  error  copper  nickel 
Indian  cent  with  two  re¬ 
verses.  (Fig.  3  on  fol-

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lowing  page)  Note 
that  this  seems  to  be 
a  broadstruck,  but 
since  neither  of  the 
images  are  incuse 
with  a  mirror  image, 
it  does  not  appear  to 
be  a  brockage  as 
well.  If  anyone  has 
any  suggestions  as 
to  what  type  of  error 
this  might  be  please  let  me  know.  The  third  error  was  an  1863  Indian 
cent  with  a  well  centered  broadstrike  about  the  size  of  a  quarter. 
These  pieces  are  especially  interesting  as  it  was  not  popular  to  collect 
mint  errors  in  the  19th  century.  Perhaps  major  exotic  errors  were 
saved  as  conversation  pieces  by  some  collectors. 

It  was  an  experience  that  I  will  always  remember.  When  visiting 
Omaha,  please  make  the  Durham  Western  Heritage  Museum,  located 
in  the  refurbished  Union  Pacific  train  Station,  one  of  your  stops.  It  is 
not  far  from  the  Henry  Doorly  Zoo  and  the  Old  Market.  Larry  Lee  and 
his  staff  have  made  an  outstanding  exhibit  for  all  to  share. 


Editor's  note:  Since  the  time  that  this  article  was  originally  published, 
NNA  member,  Larry  Lee  is  no  longer  the  curator  of  the  Byron  Reed 
Collection  at  the  Durham  Museum.
